Death came instantaneously — yes, 


like lightning from a cleat sky—to Al 
Petty yesterday. 


A young man, only 25 or 26, vigor- 


ous and light hearted, the support of 
a wife and little child 
Th'ere was no 


warning and no death stniggle, but 
an Instantaneous passing from life to 
death. 


Mr. Petty was a 
lineman In the 


•mploy of the Sunset Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, who with a score 
of othei men had been working on the 
rebuilding and enlarging of the local 
telephone system. He came to Reno 
May 21st with Foreman 
Sonjrer and 


was an expert workman, well liked by 
its fellow linemen for his sterling and 
companionable qualities 


A little after 10 o'clock yesterday 


morning he started to climb an elec- 
tric light 
pole in 
front of E 
R 


Dodge's residence on the south side 
His errand was to attach a gUy line 
'rom a telephone pole Two wires run 
down on either side of the electric 
Ight pole to a point ten or twelie 
feet from the ground 
The> there 


make a turn around knobs and are 
conveyed through the branches of n 
tree to the corner of the Dodge resi- 
dence and thence to a tiansfoimer In 
the rear of the house 


The wires cany nn all-day Incan- 


descent current of two thousand volt- 
age 
They are Insulated, but at the 


point where one of the wires reach 
this knob a "onnectlon had been made 
and, so sav linemen who examined In 
after the 
accident, the 
connecting 


point had not been retaped. 


When 
the victim of 
the tragedy 


climbed the pole he cairlec] in 
his 


right hand the end of the new guy 
wire and thiew his left arm around 
the pole to aid in climbing. 


His left wrist struck the non-Insu- 


lated place 
and the 
death-dealing 


current burned through 
the tissues 


leaving a terrible seal 
There was a 


puff of white smoke and the sickening 
odor of burning flesh 


The electricity passed thiough his 


body and left the right hand which 
was grasping the guy wire, the end 
of which lay on wet ground The lit- 
tle finger of his right hand was nearly 
burned off at the flrst joint 


Mr. Petty fell instantly 
He ut- 


tered not a sound 
A fellow-lineman 


picked him up and 
found that his 


heart had ceased to beat.
